DAD) © Scottand, What paines His Majeſty took to 
COU gegts cttlethe Peace of that Kingdome at His laſt be- 
ing there, is well known, and at what rate he did redeeme ir 
for the time, being content for purchaſing thereof, to part with 
many urqueltionable prerogatives, that his Royall predeceflors 
had ever enjoyed without controlment. Befide: His manifold 
AAs of Gracedone tn relation to the publique, His extraordina- 
ry favours beſtowed on them that are now the Ringleadersof 
this Rebellion, were fach, as even in gratitude (all other re- 
ſpeAsdne from Subjeds to their Soveraigne Prince, latd aſide) 
did bind them above all men living, to have defended His Sa- 
) cred Perſon and Authority, againſt all that would offer any vio- 
| lenceto the ſame. But thoſe ſame men whom he had obliged 
moſt;zand on wkom he had conferred the whole places of truſt 
in that Kingdome, have made this uſe of the Power and Anthoe 
rity He hath put into their hands , that they have turn'd the 
edge of irupon Himſelfe, and by means thereof forc*d his Sub. 
jeRsto riſe in Armes againſt bimſelfe, and make an myaſion 
upon this Kingdome, at the O_ of the Rebells bere. It 
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| istobe lamented that that Country ſhould have oduced ſachi: 
Monſters of ingratitude and diſloyalty: yer, to ballince ir fome- 


what, it may be truly affirmed, that ifthings had beenrimouſly 


taken to heart, there would have appeared. many in that King-- 


dome as eminent for Loyalty, as the other are infamous for trea- 
chery; by whoſe meanes much of the miſchiefe that hath come 
 topaſſe, mighthave been eſchued.

dome with the ſame, beforche took any courſe to &ppole them. 


Being compell'd to. itat laſt , by.this perfidious- treachery of - 


thairs, His Majeſty gave Commiſſion to the Lord Maryuiffe of 
Momroſſe, for reducingofthat Kingdeme,, now in Armes a-. 
gainſt him, under his obedience. In proſecution of which Com. 


wiſſion, the ſaid Lord Margiefle, before the firſt of November - 


laft, had proceeded thus farre, 


After he had tiakenhis leave of His Majeſty (which was ar - 


the latter end of Febrwary laſt) he direfted his. courſe- to- 
wards the Lord Marqueſic of Newcef#e; whom hee: found 
at Darham, waiting upon th: Army. of the Scettiſh. 
Rebells, which then lay at: Sunder/and, ExpeRting from 
him ſome ſupply , as well of Men, .as of Armes and Am- 
munition ( according to His Majeſties-order) all that could 
be fpared for the time, was fifty. Troopers, twoo peece of Ca- 
non, two Petards, and a tew Piſtolls, Withall ,.my Lord New- 
eeſtle direeth his Warrant to, the Counties of Weſtmoreland 
and (mberland, to afford him their aſſiſtance. In obedience 
whereof, they raiſed ſome Horſe and Foor , and-gavehim the 
Convoy therewith to the towne of Annand, cight miles within 


Scotland; but farther would notgoe. Oncly two Troopes ( the 
. one.

one Sir Philip Mwuſprave,the other S' Hary Stradling, Gover»- 
nour of Crli/e) aboe with bim: with which , and his owne- 
Forces ( conſiſting of foure Troops of Horſe, and three of Nras 
gooncs ) he marched twelve miles farther in the Country, to the 
Towne of Danfreir, which was furrendred to him, after ſome 
parly. There he ſpent a whole week,in hope that ſomein thoſe. 
parts would have joyned with bim , as had been promiſed ta 
 himby themſelves: whereofat laſt finding himſclfe dilappoyn- 
ted, and hearing that forcet were comming againſt him; which 
were advanced as farre as Lochmaben, wirhin cight miles of the 
place he was into; hereſolved to leave thoſe bounds, and Mareh- 
Into the heart of the Kingdom:, towards $rer/in. Butthe Guides 
that weregiven him ( whether miſtaking the way, it beinga 
very darke rainyday; or purpoſely, by dire&ionof. ſome of his - 
own company, as was thought) conducted him the cleanc gon» 
trary way, towards Car/ile; through the very part where the 
Enemy was lying, with whom he »kirmiſhed al] the way,uncill 
he wasgotover the Border. - 

Being arriv'd at Car/ile, he found the Peoplethere very un» 
willing to give him any accommodation; which made him enter 
- Intocendition with the Gentry of Northumberland and Biſhops 
- ricke, who agreed:to furniſh him with 1500 Horte and Dra- 
goones, if he would cleare their Counties of the Scottiſh Res 
bells, and ſhut them up within their Garriſon at Sunderland. 
O.t of hope to have their ſupply along with him to Scor/and, . 
the Marquifle undertook the bulineſſe, and in ſhort time perfor 
med ir, by taking the Caſtle of 2Lorperth, and the Fort of Soarth 
Sheele, and driving the Rebellsout of Durham, Lumley Caſtle, . 
Blythnooke and all other places, befide Sunderland. : 

This being done, he purpoſed to -purſue his main deſigne in 
Scotland; about which when he was going,. he, and Colonell 
Clavering too ( whocommanded the Forces that had been rai-- 
ſed for him in the two Counties) were call'dup towards Yorke 
by Prince Rpert ; with whom they joyn'd the next day after 
the fight, and went along with him in company to Preſton in 
Lancaſhire, There the Marquiſſe Raid ſome daves, thinkinn 
to have brongh; away Colonel Claverings Hort wth ft 
at leaſt, as Nat 4n hor place, Bot at long thi figpdinn hr thg

gency of affaires for the time would notpermitit, he return'd, 
with his owne ſmall Company,tewards Cumber/ard, 

Being thus defcared of all his hopes, he was in a very great 
perplexity what courſe to reſolve upon, But fome ſpeedy refo- 
Jution he bchoov'd to take: for amongſt other difficulties where- 
with he was prefled, this was none of the leaſt, that they of 
(umberlandt would nor ſuffer him toremaine longer there, pre- 
teading it would be an occafion to draw in the Score pon their 
Country. For the whichcauſe, they arg'd him tobe gone; which 
if he would nor doe at their entreaty , they threatned to rid 
themſcives of him by one meanesor other. Many of them about 
him were of opinion, that he ſhould returne againe to His Ma- 
jeſty, tolethim know what had paſt, and whereupon it (tood, 
that be was not able to doe the ſervice that he expected from 
hiaf. But this advice he would in no wayes heatken unto, atfir- 
ming, that he ſhould never ſec the Kings face, before he did not 
make him a better accompt of the Commiſſion he had. given 
him, then fo, cither by doing the ſervice he was truſted with, 
or looſing his life in the quarrel, Befides, if he hadonce turn'd 
his back upon the buſineſle, he knew it would bothembo!lden 
the Rebells; and which was worſe, give advantageto the Kir go 

fejgned friends, to make that to be beIceved, whichhath con- 
ſtantly been given out by them fora truth, from the beginning. 
For there is aſort of men in that Kingdome, that pretending al- 
wayestobe for His Majeſty, could never yet de drawn to ſhow 
any effe& of loyalty all this time, wherein there hath bren fo 
much need of it; covering their falſe, or faint heartednefle, ar 
the beſt, with this pretence,that although they themſelves were 
ready to hazard their lives inthe Kings ſcrvice, yer they would 
not get once man in the Kingdome to take part with them, in 
this cauſe between His Majeſty and his SubjeRts, 

The Marquifſc therefore, to take this excuſe from them (be. 
ing confident,that moſt part of that Kingdome was either fool'd, 
or torc'd into this Rebellion, againſt their owne inclination) 
refolveth with himſelfe to make trial) of the Peoples affeRion 
towards their Prince, and diſcover by the cfle&, wha werere. 
ally for him,and who not. But firſt of all, he ſendeth in the Lord 

Ogilvye and Licytenant Colonell Refeck, totry in what Pee 
| the 
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the Kingdome was into for the preſent. Whe having paſt. to 
the heart thereof, after ten dayes return'd, and reported that 
the Rebells were in great ſecurity; by reaſon that they had late- 
ly diſperſed the Forces which the Marquifſe of Hetly had rai- 
ſed for the King,and taken ſome of the chicfe of his friends Pri- 
foners,as the Lord of Drum,Gighr, and Haddo; the laſt where- 
of, wich twoather Gentlemen, rhey beheaded; befide undry of 

the commen ſort, that, far terrifying of others, they bang'd. 
The Marquiſſe underſtanding fo much, would hazard ta goe 
in himſclfe in Pcrſen, but privately: for the Company he had 
with him, was to few to venturcin with openly; and too many 
totake along with him undeſcried. And becauſe there was no 
tarrying for them in Cumber/ard, he thought it beſt that they 
ſhould come back againe to the South ; and ſent along with 
them the Lord Ogilvye, toinforme His Majeſty of all thathad 
paſt; who with the moſt part of thoſe that were in company 
with bim, was taken Priſoners in ZLexcaſire, by the Rebells 
there, and thereafter ſent to Nerke, and fince, as we heare, 

to Scotland, | 

The Marquiſle took along with himſelfe, onely Colonell 
Sibbald, and Ljevtenant Colonel! RoHock, with whom he ſer 
fordward toward Scorlard, the 17h of Auguſt laſt, at night. 
The 20th, he came ſafe toa friends houſe in S1rratherne, where 
he remained privately ſome ſixe dayes; having direRed in the 
meane time the two that came with him, to feverall of his 
friends, togive advertiſement tothem, that they ſhould be in 
readineſſe toappeare for His Majelties ſervice, fo ſoon as they 
ſhould heare ofa being in the Country, Withall, tcaringthar 
5enerall Major {ackdone/d was landed with ſome Ferces aut 
of Irelayd, he ſent a Poſt to him,defiring him, with all the haſt be. 
could, that he would dire his courſe towards Arho/e, where 
he ſhould meet him, The 26th of AugsF#t this Poſt returned, and 
certified him that ackdona/d was on bis march towands hin. 
Whereupon he cauſed divulge his- being in the Country, and 
immediately wentup to Arho/e, There he inet with Generall 
Major Mackgonald, who brought along with kim: a thouſagd 
Musketeers, 1ri/þ and Scorrifh \anders, all of them. old-and ex- 
pert Souldicrs. The Rebe)!s having alittle Garriſon POLES 
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Me of Blair, MMackdenald drew his menaboutie; which made 
them ſteale out of ic in the nighe. The next day, the rumonr of 
the Marquiſle being.in the Country, made all Arhoole to riſe; 
who came with ſuch alacrity and joye, that they ſhouted and 

' call'd our with one voyce, they would have no.mare of King 
'{ampbelle Government ; they would cither looſe their lives, 
or have King Stuart to his owne place againe. Of theſe, and 
ſomc of Badenoch, a thouſand men zoynd with bim; with whom 
andthoſe of Mackdonalds , he took his march towards Saive 

| Fohnfown, where he heard that there was gathereda great Body 
of Rebells,out of the Counties of Fife, Stratherne,and Angus. 
In his way, he Summon'd the Houſe of zyme; the Lord 
whereof being the firſt thatdiſobeyed the Kings Authoricy, he 
ſpoyl'd his Land, and made havock of all that was his. The next 
day,the Houſe of Ger»tully was ſurrender'd tohim freely. The 
laſtof Awg»ft, in his march toward Gorthy AMoore,he perceived 
a Body of men upon the rop of an Hill; which ſuppoſing to be 
' a Party of the Rebells, he commanded Lievtenant Colonell 
Graham of Inchbreaky, with 300 Musketeers and Bow men, to 
advance rowards them; and withall, direAted Lievtenant Co- _ 
lonel] Rollock togoup to them, and know for whem they were; 
giving him order to require them, if they were forthe King, to 
.come and joyne with him, whom His Majeſty had authorized 
to ſuppreſle the preſent Rebellion: andif they were 2gainſt the 
King,to command them tolay downe their Armes; otherwayes 
he woald force them to doe it, upon Worſe termes. When Rol- 
lock cameneare, he knew by their Centry, that it was the Lord 
Kilpont, and Sir John Drammond, Sonne tothe Earleof Perth: 
to whom having delivered his Meflage, they defired toſee the 

- Commiſſion thatthe Marquifſe had of the King; -profeſſing,that 
they would notigce againſt His Majeſty, nor any that had His 
Power. Hereupon they ſent the Laird of Gorthy, and another, 
to ſec his Commiſſion; wherewith all of them being ſatisfied, 
they cameover tohim with 350 men,that they had with them. 

Next morning. being the firit of September, he marched to- 
' wards Sa5vt Fohnftoxn, where he heard the Rebellswere; who. 
upon report of his approach ; drew out to the Moore of New- 
bigging, Weſtward from the Towne ſome two miles, where

In the mean time the Marquifſc advanceth towards the + 
hand, to gaine the advantage of an hill. The Rebells ſuppoti 
hehad beenretiring, ſent our a Party of eight- ſcore foot, wo'y 
two Troopecs of Horſe, to intangle hum: againſt whom he com. 
manded out L Colonel] ReBock, and L. Colonel! Atackdonald, 
with {ix ſcore foot; who beat them back in great confuſion, with 
the lofle of diverſe af their men, and among others, of the Laird 
of Rives, Thenthe Marquiſe commandedhis men to advance to- 
ward the Enemy ghaving ae” the eof his left wing to 
the Lord Xilpent, and Sir /oby Drummond ; and of theright to 
L. Colonel} ReZock, and L. Colonel! Grabew; hehimſclfc, and 
Generall Major Mackdexs/d, marched with Piles upon the 
head of the Batraile. The Redells forces were commanded by 
the Earle of 7 wlibajrne, the Lord Drammoed,the Lord Elchs, 
and Sir Jawes Scet of Rofly. B:fore the charge, the Marquiſſe 
ve Orderto his men, that having oncediſcharged their Muſe 
ts, they ſhould immediatly fall in with Sword and Durke. 
Which they obſcrved punRually, and by char meancs made a 
ſhort worke of it : forthe Rebellsbeing aſtoniſhed at the fu 
of their very firſt charge, preſently tarn'd their backs , bor 
Horſe and Foot, Oaly their reſerve of Horſe attempted to have 
broken Generall Major Mackdonalds body ; and after he had 
bravely repalſed them, they aſſayed co make good their charge, 
bath upon his Flanke, and his Recr: Notwithſtanding whereof, 
his menſtood fo well toit, that they beat ;the Horſe from them 
withvery ſtones, having no time given them te chargetheir 
Makers againe. This Reſerve thus beaten back , all went ro 
rout onthe Rebels fide, agd theabſalute victory of the day was 
the Marquiſſes, and that ſoremarkeable one, all things being con- 
fidered, that we have juſt cauſeto tbiok, that God by it did both . . 
manifeſtly declurc his fayour _ ards the juſtice of His = je- 
. ics 
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ſties cauſe, and his deteſtation of the worſt of Rebells, whom he 
mult needs atlength viſit, and bring home to their own dorcs 
theevills and calamities, that, by their meanes chicfly , are 
broughtuponall His Majeſties dominions. For the Marquiſſe 
not being 2400 Foot, whereof many wanted Swords , without 
Horſe, Canon, or Ammunition , except one Barrel] of Powder: 
the Rebells on the other part being {( according to the neareſt 
conjeAure that could be madeby them that. viewed them ) 
6000 Foot and a thouſand Horſe , all wel! armed, with ſeaven 
Peeces of brafſe Cannon,& (tore of Ammunition: Yet ſo jt plea- 
ſed God to diſpoſe of the buſinefle, that of them were killed 
1506, 2000 taken Priſoners ( whereof the moſt part were ta- 
ken after the Battaile in the Towne of Saintjobaſtone, whither 
theyhad fled). withtheir whole Canon, Ammunition, and Bag« 
24ge: more Armes.then they knew well how to beſtow them: 
' andall this, with the loſle only of one man, upon the Kings ſide. 
Itijs worthy the marking too, that the Rebels word was, Je/u 
and no quarter; which ſheweth how they would have uſed the _ 
ViRory, it they had gotthe better of the day. 

After the Fighr, the Marquifſe march'd toward the Towne 
of Saintjohyfton, which upon ſummons was ſurrendred to him. 
There he had two Pecces of Brafſe more, thar the Rebells had 
brought along with them: and when he bad taken notice of the 
Priſoners, ſuch of them as were Houſholders, he let got to their 
own homes, after they had taken their oathes never to beare 
Arm2$againſt His Majeſty, wbich many of them have faithful. | 
ly obſerved fince, in ſo much, that when they were preſſed a- 
gaineby tne Rebells to rake Armes, they proffer*d their bodies: 
rather to be hang'd , then tocome. againſt their Oath, The re. 
mainderdid ſweare fidelity to His Majeſty, and took on ſervice 
with the Marquifſe: © | 

Ir is certaine, that this defeat ſtroke ſuch a terrour in many of 
the Rebells hearts, ' eſpecially thoſe in Fife (upon whom the 
greateſt lofſe had fallen).thar ſundry of their Preachers gave ad- 
vice totheir Pariſhioners, that their belt was, to joyne with my 
Lord of Afontroſſe, for their own fafcty, For the which they 
'were cited afterwards to appeare before the Committee of 
Eſtates, as they call themſelves, This is belicycd of many, that 


if 
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if the Marquifſe at that time had bur hada thouſand Horſe, he 
would have broughtvery nearc all be North the Rever of Forth, 
to have joyn'd with him. i 
After foure daics ſtay in $4intjohnfton ( ſpent in refreſhing 
his Army, and ſearching for Armes and Ammunition, of which 
he found not fo much, as were eonvenicat fer a Garriſon ) he 
left the Towne , and March'd away to Aberdeene', where he 
heard the Rebells were railing another Army, that he migitc 
tymouſly —_ the ſame. While he was on his March, one 
morning by the break of day , Captain /ames Stuart did withe 
draiy the Lerd Xi/poxt to the utmoſt Centry , where he had a 
long and ſcrieus diſcourſe with him; atthe end whereof, my 
Lors knocking upon his breaſt, was overheard to ſay theſe words 
[ Lord forbid man, would you undoe ww all?) upon which im- 
mediatly the Captaineſtob'd him witha durke ,and my Lord 
falling with the firſt ſtroke, he gave him fourteen more through 
the body as he lay upon the ground; that he might be lure, as 
3s probable, that he ſhould nor reveale what had palt between 
them; for-itis conceived, that he intended ſo much for the Mar- 
quiſle, and that he had diſcloſed his purpoſe to my Lord Ki/pont, 
who, whom he thought perhaps to havc engaged inthe plot, in 
regard >fthefamiliatity was between them, After the villain 
had committed this barbarous at, he ranne to the Centry, and 
ſhot him through the body; and fo, by reaſon of a thick fogge, 
madean eſcape to the Rebells, of whom he was well received. 
Yet could he not eſcape the hand of the Lord; for immediatly 
after he fell mad, and fo ſtil] continueth, ſeeking by all means to 


murther himſclfe. 


| The Marquifle after this Marched to the Town of Dwndie,which 
be ſammond toreceive him, that he mjght theregas he had done 


in Saintjohnfton, and elſewhere, publiſh His Majeſties Procla- 
watjon, but the Earle of Buchan , and the Lord Conper being 
within the Towne, made them to refuſc his entry: Whereupon 
he reſolved once to ſtorme it, and for that effect had divided his 
men, and wasrcady to fall on. Bat then he aitered his mind, 
thinking if of greater conſequence, to have about with them 


that were at Aberdeene, before they grew too ſtrong for him. 
B 2 Thither 
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Fhither therefore he March'd with all ſpeed. When he was ar 
' the Laird of Leyes houſe ( which had been yeelded up to him) 
the Earles of Xj»nowle and Airly came to him,withſome Horſe 
and Foot. The morrow after, being the 12 of September, ho 
' Marched where he heardthe Rebells Army was, and toward 
Sunne ſet hepitched within a mile ofthem, They ſccing him 
comeup to them, beyond their expeQarion ( for word had 
come to them thathe was beaten at Saivtjohnftown, and had 
fled away) retired inthe night to Aberdeve, Whither the Mar- 
quiſſe advanced to Morrow , and ſent a Drumto ſunimon the 
Towne , whom they barbarouſly killed, Afterwards having 
forc*d the Towneſmen ( thar, for the moſt part, have alwaics 
been well affeRed to His Majeſty) to Arme, and goe out with 
them, they draw their forces our of the Towne to the field, near 
to the Crab Foc, and there place themſelves in Battalia. They 
were reckon'd tobe 4000 Foot, 8nd 700 Horſe, the chiefe men 
of quality amongſt them being theſe, the Lords Forbes , Burly, 
Fraſer, and Frendraughs. The Marquifſe was not of fightin 
men, but 1500 Foor, ( for the Prifoners that hehad taken at 
$ aimtjohnftonn were not yet truſted with Armes; & ncara 1000 
were gone home with rhe pillage they got in Battaile)) & cighr_ 
and forty Horſcz with which he comes up to the Enemy , and 
takes his ſtand neare by the Tuſtice A7/»es,Coloncll James Hay, 
and Major Natbanie! Gordon commanding his right Wing, and 
Colonel] $1441, and L. Col. W.Rellock the left; the few 
Horſethat there were, being cqually divided between the two 
Wings. After they had skirmiſhed a while by partics, the Ree 
bels left wing advanced, and gave the firit charge, which was 
gallant]y ſuRained by Colonell Hay, and Major Gordon, who af- 
ter ſome hotdiſpute, forc'd them to retrear, Whereupon they 
gave order to three Troope of their Horſe, to fallupon the Mar- 
guifle's Reare: which he perceiving, commanded both his 
wings to joyre and charge that body of Horſe, with whom they 
foughtabout halfc an houre, & at Jaſt ronted them, In the mean 
time, the Marquiſſe defired Major Lach/av, an Iriſh Officer , to 
hay afide their Muskets and Pikes , and fall on with Sword and' 
Dark- for reſolution, faid he, muff doe it : Which they did, ths 
 Marquiflc himfcite, and Generall Major Afr kdonald being ups 
on 
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on their Head, This charge routed their whole Foot, with great - 
execution, unto the very fircets of Aberdeeve , only 400 Mul- 
uctceres had gone along withtheir Horſe , which had Rallicd 
: way a again , and made a countenance, as if they would 
have oharg'd anew againe; bur ſeeing their whole Feotrouted, 
they begun toretire : Whercupon the Marquiſle commanded 
his Horſe to purſucthem, Afachdonald in the meantime, witha 
Regiment of Foot, taking acompaſſe about, to cut off their Re- 
ercat: for feare whereof they betook themſclves tottcir heeles, 
leaving the Musketceres naked ; who were altogether cut off, 
This fight at Aberdeene was twelve daics after the firlt at 
Saintjoa»ftown, and had a ſucceſle very ucare correipondentin 
&very thing to that of the other, conſiderivg the many advanta« 
ges the Rebells had, The Marguiſle's Horſe, deſpicable fornum- 
ber, in compariſon ot theirs, perform'd their part moſt bravely,” 
being all gallant young Gentlemen, T hey ſultained a charge of 
three full Troops of Lancicres, whom ze length, falling in up 
on them-with their Swords, they forced to retire, with 
lofle of divert of their men;& Sir W1i//iam Forbes of (raigyuaer, 
John Forbes of Boynty, and others taken Priſoners without 
the lofſe of any of their owne. Only ſome were hurt, as Sir /ohv, 
Drummond hadalittle wound in thchead; the Laird of Tuner 
wharity was run in the thigh with a Lance; S.Th. Ogilvey diſhor. 
{cd with another; the Earle of Xi»nos/e had his Horſe ſhot with 
a Canon. There werc killed of the Rebells , as good as a Thou- 
fand; many taken Priſoners, with three pecce of Canon, their 
whole Ammunition, Armes, and B:ggage. Many of them loſt 
their lives in Aberdeene ir ſclfe , whither they fled for the moſt 
part, after they were routed. The Marquiſſc himſclte made haſt 
Iatoche Towne with his Horſc, to ſave it from being plundred; 
whereby it had lietle loſſe,ſaving by thoſc that were kill'd jn the 
Battail. In this conflict, only fourc men were ſlain of the Kings 
ſide, and twentyſore wounded ; anonglt whom, there was 
one Iriſh man, that had his Jegge ſhot witha Caron Bulicr, 
with the which he neicher ſhrunk nor fell;only lean'd himſclfe 
on his next neighbour, and calid for the Surgcons Saw; where- 
with he faw'd offhis own legge , after he had cut the fleſh 
round abut with his knife; which being done, 7 hepe laid be, 
my 
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any Lord Marquiſe witl give me a Horſe , to be 4 Dragooner, 
finee I car fight 10 more on foot, and withina Fortnight I ſhall 
be as able for (ervice as any of you. The Marquifle took ſpeciall 
notice of the fcliowes courage, and hada particular care of him 
ever after. | 

After three dayes ſtay in eberdeene , the Marquiſſe hearing 

- that eArgile was advancing with another Army of Rebells, re- 
ſolved to march Northward tothe River of Spey, thinking to 
iucreaſe his Army thereabout, before they coald come up ta 
him. But Argi/e ſu poſing that he had been flying, march'd fo 
faſt after him, that the Country people there, otherwaies well _ 
affected, had notleiſure to gather themſelves into any conſide- 
rxable body. Hereupon the Marquifle march'd furtherup in the 
Country, towards Rsver of Badenocch , purpoſely to draw Ar- 
ik afterhiin , and weary out his people withlong marches, 
Growing that he could goe off them, when ever he pleaſed. By 
this meanes it came to paſſe, that many of Argi/es men ſhrunk 
away from him', and ſomeof them Jeft him , and came over to 
the Marguiſle , as the Laird of Maclelear ,with 400 men all ac 
once. In Bedenoch hz raifed 300 Highlanders more ; and from 
thence went tothe Blazre of 4thole, where after he had ſtzid 
ſome dayes , having intelligence that the two Caftlees which 
Gen.major Mackdowath had fortified in the Weſt, were beleas 
guered, he ſenthim with a thouſand Musketeeres & Bow men 
to relieverhem;which being done, hehad orders to go to a cer- 
tain place prefixed, where 1 500 Iſlanders were tobe in readi- 
neſfle to joyne with him. 

Mackgdonald being gone, the Marquifle march'd to D#xke/!, 
from whence he ſent Col. $;bbald, with 500 Musketceres and 
Bow men, to raiſe men in Srrathairle ; and Nathaniell 
Gordon to the Stormont, witha party ot horſe forthe ſame effeR. 
Thereafter he took his way through eLngas the ſecond time, 
Ro go again tothe North ; wherein his march,the Lord (arnegy 
havingkill'd twoof the Iriſh, thathe had fallen uponſtragling, 
he was ſo hardly purſued by Col. Hay, and major Gerdon, that 
he betook himſelf to Dandy, to the Port whereof they follow- 
cd him,and burnt ſome houſes at the Townſend. The Marquifſe 

after this, held on his courſe towards the North, to joyne with 
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fuchas had promiſed to be is readineſle at his return thither. In 
his way,he took the houſes of An/dþer,and Dan, The Earle of 
Dathouſy , the Lord Ramſay, Sir James Ramſay,and Sir Patrick_. 
HMackgy , with foure Regiments of the Rebells horſe followed 
him all the way aloofe.' One day as hepaſſed through a Wood, 
ncere unto Twrreff, they advanced , and came upto his Reere, 
whereupon he cauſed his Horſe and Dragoones to face about, 
and placed fome Muketceres behind th@n. When the Rebells 
drew necre, the horſe opened , and the Musketecresgave fire 
upon them; which put them ina great diſorder, ſo that they did ' 
not abide 'the charg of the Herſc , who preſently fell inupon 
them, and having them-engag'd in a narrow paſſe, kil'd diverſe 
of them, among(t whom the Earſe Marſhalls brother was one...
